would become imperative upon her In 
the course of a few years to keep a 
vastly more powerful and expensive 
fleet in the Mediterranean than is at 
present needful. 


The reward offered to Italy for con- 


senting to the Austrian territorial ag- 
grandisement is no doubt a hand in 
the 
colonization of Tripoli, towards 


which she has long had 
aspirations. 


This concession Is not unlikely to suit 
Germany's plans, since it may create 
suspicion and jealousy on the part of 
France, aiming as it does to a com-

American government in regard to the 
acute situation In the Balkans is large-

signatories to the treaty ot Berlin 
have to do. The United States does 
not tolerate the Interference ot the 
European governments with American 
affairs and this government, not being 
a signatory to tho Berlin treaty, has 
no voice In complications or develop-

carrying Into effect or the breaking ot 
.that convention. It the Bulgarian in- 
dependence movement proves success- 
ful and a now government is estab- 
lished, somo notification to that effect 
will be communicated to tho United 
States; likewise any change In the

.Herzegovina, which, according to the 
Berlin treaty, were, with a certain 
troservatlon, specifically named to be 
loccupled by Austria.

Commercially, American interest in 


tho Balkan states affected 
by recent 


developments in that section of the 
world are not very Important, and It

European 
countries. Imports from and exports 
to Bulgaria for the last year for which 
statistics are available practically bal- 
anced, amounting in each case to

THE BIRTH RATES OF EUROPE. 


Highest in the Eastern and Southern 


Part of the Continent. 


Nearly every country In Europe pub- 


lishes a summary of the information 
obtained, in the census of its popula- 
tion, which is taken every five or ten 
years. By studying these condensed 
reports interesting comparisons as to 
the growth of population may be ob- 
tained. 
. 
For instance, it Is found that tn.pro- 


portion to population the birth rate Is 
larger in eastern, than in western Eu- 
rope and in the southern than in the 
northern part of the continent. 


The birth rate Is more; than twice an 


large in Russia as it is in France. Ill 
Normandy, and the southwestern part 
of France, where the birth rate is low- 
est, the births at times.toll as ,low: as 
15 to the thousand "inhabitants In a 
year. But in Russia there .are .many, 
districts, 'as in ^Orenburg,' where..the 
births are'as:nlgb. as 60 a thousand in 
a year.

century Its population now .is nearly 
double what it was at the beginning of 
the century. It is believed that at the 
beginning of the .Christian, era there 
were only a few million people in the 
whole of Europe. It does not' seem 
liltely that the present rate of increase 
can continue for many centuries to 
come,

THE SATIN RIBBON .GIRDLE. 


Directions for Making Ornamentation 


Just Now Popular. 


If you want a satin ribbon girdle 


with a bow and long, full ends, Brst 
attach one end of the ribbon U> the 
belt line over the left hip, either In 
fornt or behind, and bring the belting 
around the waist until It meets. Then 
make two -upright loops and a large 
center knot, attach them firmly to a 
little square of buckram, and arrange 
the hanging ends with a ball fringe 
on each. 


To make the girdle separate to be 


worn with any frock, put bones In it at 
intervals of three Inches, then wrap 
the girdle around the waist, pull it 
tightly into place and tie a small bow, 
letting the ends hang. A black eatln 
girdle made in this fashion is of much 
•ervlce. 


On elaborate frocks they are often 


made of cloth of gold and cloth of sli- 
ver tissue put In small tucks and em- 
broidered with floss and bullion. They 
are cut slightly heart-shaped In front 
to clve a curve to the figure. 


When tho frock IR mado with an 


empire skirt which hangB in a straight 
line from below tho bust these elab- 
orate girdles are not boned, aro only 
three Inches wlijo, and end at front or 
back with a jeweled ornament. 


Care of Silk Stockings. 


To prevent silk stocklngB from "rail- 


reading," as It IB called when stitches

They will evea toll you that only occa- 
sionally a bank fails, but the trouble 
is that we cannot toll in advance which 
bank is going to^all. Look at the no- 
tice they hang up. Does it say, 'this 
hank will fail?' 
No, Hie notice says 


'this bank is closed.' and if bankers 
follow out tills plan I will agree not to 
urge this insuring of deposits.

the bank give notice three months la 
advance of a failure so the people can 
get their money out before the failure. 


"Do you think the banks are suffi- 


ciently secure now? The postmaster 
general says, In his report In favor 
of. the postal savings hank, that we are 
sending millions of dollars to Europe 
to be deposited in government sav- 
ings banks there, and the people who 
send their money there would rather 
scad it across an ocean three thousand 
miles wide than to risk the banks of 
this country. 
I say to you that we 


ought to make our banks hero so se- 
cure that money will not be driven out 
of the United States to find a safe 
place of deposit.
